The pay of part-tim e m unici­

Ford May Send Troops 
To Aid In Evacuation

President Ford says a large 
force of American troops may 
have to return to Vietnam for 
the short-term , limited purpose 
of helping evacuate Americans 
and the South Vietnamese who 
once fought with them. 
Ford said he was trying to 
a r r a n g e a c e a s e -fire an d to 
reopen peace negotiations now 
that 
President 
Nguyen 
Van 
Thieu has resigned, but he held 
out little hope. 
An evacuation under com bat 
conditions, he said, would m ean 
many A m erican troops would 
he needed to take out the few 
thousand Americans, the Viet­ 
nam ese and their families who 
sided with the United States for 
15 
years 
and 
more. 
The 
estim ates run up to 200,000. 
U.S. M arines, said Ford, have 
left 
Hawaii 
as 
part 
of 
a 
“m ovement to strengthen - get 
up to strength - Marine d etach­ 
ments 
in 
that 
area 
of 
the 
P a c ific .” T he P en ta g o n said 
Sunday the nine carriers and 
amphibious vessels of the 7th 
Fleet w ere in the South China 
Sea off Vietnam. 
He talked of Vietnam in the 
past tense, as if efforts to save 
the governm ent were already 
too late. His careful choice of 
words indicated that som e U S. 
officials had influenced Thieu’s 


decision to quit. Army Chief of 
Staff Frederick C. Weyand told 
Congress Monday the situation 
in 
Saigon 
was 
“virtually 
hopeless.” 
F o r an hour M onday, the 
President was interviewed by 
CBS News in the Blue Room of 
the White House. 
Ford said he could under­ 
stand the feelings of Thieu, who 
blam ed the United States as he 
resigned. He added that he had 
read the correspondence of 1972 
and 1973 and had talked with 
Richard Nixon about them 
and 
the 
private 
assurances 
were the ones m ade in public.

think 
the 
president 
of 
South Vietnam could have come 
to the conclusion, as he did, 
that the United States govern­ 
ment would do two things: one, 
replace military hardw are on a 
1-for-l basis, keep his military 
strength sufficiently 
high 
so 
that he could meet any of the 
challenges of the North, and in 
addition there was a com m it­ 
ment 
that 
we, as a 
nation, 
would 
try 
to 
enforce 
the 
agreem ents that w ere signed in 
Jan u ary of 1973.” 
He said the War Powers Act 
prevented 
m ilitary help and 
“ unfortunately, 
the 
replace­ 
ment of military hardw are was 
not lived up to.” 
“ It is a question of how you 
p h ra s e i t , ” F o rd sa id w hen 


asked if he had pressured Thieu 
to 
quit.

Ford feels he has the power to 
do that —and the Vietnamese 
who could die in a Communist 
takeover. 
Ford 
has 
asked 
Congress to clarify his authori­ 
ty to run such an evacuation. 
“ I would agree with you that 
if the North Vietnamese m ake 
a military effort, it would be 
virtually impossible to do so do 
so 
unless 
we 
moved 
in 
substantial U.S. military p er­ 
sonnel to protect the evacua­ 
tion.

The bill was scheduled for 
debate at noon EDT, today, but 
Rep Robert W\ Edgar, I).-Pa,, 
said “T h ere’s going to be an 
attem pt m ade by m oderate to 
liberal congressm en to kill the 
bill altogether" on a prelim i­ 
nary procedural vote.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Rep John Myers, R-Ind., 
said Monday the Am erican people “will not tolerate 
surrender’’ of the Panam a Canal and that he would 
continue his opposition to any attem pt to turn it over to 
the Pam am anian government. 
He said a statem ent of principles signed by the United 
States and

Panam anian control of the can al.’’ 
M yers said he has joined in sponsorship of a House 
resolution “ to m ake crystal clear that the American 
people will not tolerate surrender of the essential 
sovereign right of the United States to control and 
operate the U.S.-built canal.” 
He said approval of the resolution by Congress “would 
serve notice to U.S. negotiators that any proposed treaty 
which might be negotiated on the basis of the term s of 
that statem ent would be doomed to rejection by the 
Congress.”

Vincent’s Orphanage, 15 miles 
across San Francisco Bay in 
San Rafael, not far from the 
jagged San Andreas Fault line 
which slipped along a 270-mile 
course, offsetting roads, fences, 
buildings, water and gas pipes 
by as much as 21 feet. 


“ All the candles in the chapel 
fell over. After the fire (in San 
Francisco) we couldn’t see the 
sun for two weeks.

In a year in which relatively 
few women are filed as major 
party candidates for mayor, 
Bloomington has two — E li­

Republican ticket and Charlotte 
Zietlow on the Democratic side. 
Both 
have strong opposition 
from male opponents. 
Especial interest is centered 
; on Mrs. Bridgwaters since she 
is a black woman seeking a 
*, first-time 
partisan 
political 
office after having served on 
I; the Bloomington school board 
I; six years and still serving on 
I; that board. She also has worked 
l as coordinator for Blooming­ 
t o n ’s successful urban redeve­ 
lopm ent project but resigned 
;from 
this 
post 
to 
run 
for 
.mayor. 
; 
“ I 
am 
not 
running 
on 
a 
platform of blackness,” Mrs. 
■Bridgwater 
emphasized. 
“ I 
;have served all people. I have 
;known all classes and all colors 
of people and I treat them all 
;the same. And as far as being a 
.'woman is concerned, I think 
Iwomen are about as free as 
I they choose to be.” 
“ You don’t have to give up 
Ithe ability to think for yourself 
lor to do or achieve because you 
are a woman,” Mrs. Bridgw a­ 
ter said. " It is true I am a 
black and a woman but I have 
men and women, white and 
black, who are interested in 
working for my nomination and 
election.” 
Mrs. Bridgwaters is a native 
of Bloomington and earned a 
psychology 
degree 
from 
In­ 
diana 
University 
but 
found 
when she emerged from college 
—she now is 66 that 
there 
were no jobs for her in the 
clinical 
psychology 
field 
for 
which she had prepared. 
“ I married and my husband 
and I hat^ nine children so I 
used my psychology on my 
children,” 
she 
said. 
“ But 
education seemed to be the best 
place where I could use what I 
had learned.” 
During her school years Mrs. 
Bridgwaters had worked with 
the 
old 
Republican 
Negro 
Bureau and had held a strong 
interest 
in 
government. 
So 
when the Bloomington school 
board became elective, she ran 
for it and was successful. Her 
husband, Albert, who died in 
November, 
had 
shared 
her 
interest in the school board. 
“ He 
worked 
for 
Public 
Service Indiana at the time of 
his death but he had done a 
great 
deal 
of 
catering 
in 
Bloomington for years and his 
name was well known,” his 
widow explained. She also had 
worked at Indiana University 
for several years and was a 
service supervisor training 
young people to work in the 
dining halls. 
One of the former students 
who had worked at IU under 
Mrs. Bridgwater filed for the 


Bloomington City Council with 
the explanation this would help 
her with her program for the 
city when she is elected mayor. 
Mrs. Bridgwaters is a believ­ 
er in “ people having a say in 
the planning for their area.” 
During her work in the urban 
redevelopment 
program 
she 
based the planning on house-to- 
house 
interviews 
with 
the 
people 
involved. 
“ Sometimes 
when we try to communicate 
with citizens, we only get a 
small group of y<fcal people,”, 
she explained.

M rs. Zietlow , 40, the lone 
woman m ayoralty candidate 
on the Bloomington Democratic 
ticket, has had the experience 
of a vigorous cam paign for 
Congress in 
1974. 
She 
is a 
former Bloomington City Coun­ 
cil president and made a good 
showing 
in 
the 
Democratic 
congressional 
prim ary 
that 
year even though she and four 
men candidates lost to state 
Sen. Elden C. Tipton, who lost 
of Rep. John T. Myers, Ind. in 
the November election. 
Perhaps the most spotlighted 
mayoralty race this spring in 
Indiana involving a woman is 
that in which the incumbent 
mayor of Mishawaka, Margaret 
H. Prickett, is seeking renomi­ 
nation and re-election. 
Checks with both Republican 
and 
Democratic state 
head­ 
quarters indicate there are not 
many women candidates for 
mayor this year. No complete 
list has yet been compiled but 
in addition to Bloomington and 
Mishawaka, there are a few 
other cities in which a majority 
party candidate is a woman.

During the past few years the art of quilting has come to 
the attention of the younger generation.

But the acquisition 
of one of these hand quilted treasures entails an obligation 
They should never never be washed in an automatic wash 
machine, for example or send to a dry cleaners who uses 
tumble dry to dry materials. The threads on old quilts 
break quickly. Colors may fade or “run:” and the 
treasure that you have inherited that may have been 
stored in a trunk for the past IOO years or even 40 years 
will be ruined. By experience, this happened to a quilt of 
silk which had been made pre-civil war. The material was 
folded into a log cabin design. .It was backed by wool but 
all threads broke when it was dry cleaned. Had it been 
washed in water, the wool would probably have shrunk 
and the quilt been completed ruined. 
There are many ways to use a quilt. It can be used as a 
spread or as a throw on the foot of the bed, or just hung 
over a blanket rack to please the eye. 
If the quilt has begun to fray at the edges, then those 
edges can be bound. In California, many of the patch work 
quilts have been cut for skirts or pillows or for table cloths 
but this is only done when there is no hope for the quilt and 
only a small part of the quilt can be salvaged. 
It is almost impossible to find mending pieces that 
match the material in the old quilts. Even if you have a 
quilt that only dates back to World War II days, the colors 
will be different and the only possibility is to attem pt to 
find m aterial at a rummage or household sale. But even 
then, the colors still do not match for they have not aged in 
the same way. 
Rather than attem pt to use new material to repair an 
old quilt, stitch a piece of fine net over the worn spot. This 
will hold the deteriorating material together but not 
change the character of the quilt, as a match of modern 
material would do. The Smithsonian Institute recom­ 
mends silk organza. The silk overlay pieces are sewed on 
with ravelings of the same cloth. 
Quilting is not something that originated with American 
pioneers. The Egyptians and the Chinese were known to 
have quilted material centuries ago. The English and 
Dutch brought the art of quilting to America. Not only was 
quilting used to supply warmth for beds but it was used in 
making vests as arrow and bullet protectives, and for 
petticoats to supply additional warmth.

How much do consum ers 
really know about nutrition as 
opposed to how much they think 
they know? The Food and Drug 
A dm inistration attem pted to 
find answers in a survey in late 
1973. Some of the results have 
been published and will serve as 
“a baseline of current nutrition 
knowledge” that “will be used 
to measure the effectiveness of 
programs such as nutritional 
labeling.” 


Fifteen hundred persons were 
asked 92 questions. Each person 
questioned 
had 
prim ary 
responsibility 
for 
food- 
purchases for his her household. 
The sampling was from every 
region 
in 
the 
country,^ 
representing all income and 
education levels. 


Food shoppers, the survey 
indicated, have a working 
knowledge of nutrition. Younger 
shoppers and those with 
a 
college education “were most 
likely to know more about 
nutrition.” Thus, the survey 
suggests that the strongest 
educational efforts need to be 
aimed at the poor, the old, the 
less educated, and at minority 
persons. 


When asked to indicate how 
much they “thought” they knew 
about nutrition, one-fourth of 
the people in the survey rated 
themselves low, one-third high, 
and 43 percent in between. How 
a person rated his knowledge of 
nutrition turned out to be a good 
indicator of actual knowledge. 
It 
is 
not 
considered 
statistically significant that 
about one percent of those 
questioned said they had never 
heard of protein, fat, calories, 
bitamin C. calcium, iron, and 
vitamin A. But it is disturbing to 
know that 
19 percent were 
unfam iliar 
with 
riboflavin 
.vitamin B2 ), or with niacin (a 
close second at 12 percent). 
The positives outweighted the 


negatives, however. Half of all 
the shoppers believe they will 
benefit from nutritional labeling 
and some 35 percent believe 
they will benefit “a little.” 
Younger, better educated, or 
employed homemakers are the 
most interested in nutritional 
labeling. 
In the survey, questions also 
were asked about nutrients they 
would expect to find in the four 
food groups. Among the fin­ 
dings: Sixty-six percent Tcnew 
milk as a good source of 
calcium . Forty-two percent 
recognized milk as 
a good 
source of Vitamin D and 
protein. Meat rated high for 
protein. Breads and cereals 
rated 
well.

Origami Expert 
Makes Paper Zoo 


By MICHAEL R. FRANCO 
ROCHESTER, N Y. (UPI) - 
John Montroll estim ates he’s 
spent 
nearly 
11,000 
hours 
folding paper during the past 15 
years. The practice has paid 
off. 
The 21-year-old University of 
Rochester senior is now consid­ 
ered a world authority on the 
obscure oriental art of origami. 
In origami, a single piece of 
special rice paper is folded to 
create figures or forms. Mon­ 
troll was introduced to the art 
at age six. 
"We have a large family and 
my mother brought home a 
book on simple origami folds 
for all the kids,” he says. "I 
took to it more seriously than 
the others, though.” 
Montroll m astered the basic 
origami techniques and began 
experimenting with new folds. 
At 15, attending an origami 
convention in New York City, 
he astounded fellow artists with 
his complicated, realistic ani­ 
mal figures. 
"Origami models have tradi­ 
tionally been either very simple 
or very a b s tra c t,” he says. 
“ Some people cheated by using 
more than one piece of paper 
or by cutting the paper to 
conform to a certain shape they 
wanted to get.” 
But Montroll was determined 
to use traditional origami paper 
for realistic 
p o rtra y a ls of 
objects. Soon he was producing 
amazingly lifelike animal figu­ 
res. 
"I try 
to make them as 
realistic as possible by model 
ing them from photos,” he said. 
M ontroll, a 
m ath em atics 
m ajor 
at 
UR, 
reluctantly 
adm its he’s one of only 
a 


handful of origami "m asters” 
in the world. "There are only 
about five or IO of us who’ve 
gone beyond the basic origami 
folds 
to 
the creative 
tech­ 
niques.” 
Most of those, he said, use 
only about 20 folds to form 
their models while some of his 
most complex pieces, insects 
for instance, involve as many 
as 500 folds. 
His bedroom is a menagerie 
of thousands of paper animals, 
stuffed 
into corners, 
bureau 
draw ers and boxes. Montroll 
has developed more than 500 
different models and is continu­ 
ally 
attem pting 
to 
improve 
each one. 
The soft-spoken artist says 
he’s practiced origam i folds 
"an average of two hours a 
day” since being introduced to 
it. He even stumbles across 
new 
origami 
folds 
in 
his 
dream s, he adds. 
Montroll says his m athem at 
ifs aptitude is useful but not 
essential in conceptualizing the 
complex system of folds in­ 
volved in his models. "Good, 
hard practice is more impor­ 
tant than math principles when 
it comes to origami " 
Montroll is completing a book 
on 
advanced 
origami 
tech­ 
niques. He says the art has 
grown in popularity throughout 
the country in recent years 
His internationally exhibited 
works give origami novices a 
lofty 
goal 
toward 
which 
to 
work.

Revenue sharing was perhaps 
Richard Nixon’s greatest ideo­ 
logical and practical legacy to 
the nation. 
In line with Nixon’s conserva­ 
tive principles—principles also 
now espoused by m any left 
radicals—it would return power 
to the people and trim the 
federal role in state and local 
m atters. 
It was a sim ple and catchy 
idea: take a significant amount 
of federal tax money (some $30 
billion between 1972 and Dec. 
31, 1976, when the program 
expires) and return it to 39,000 
local jurisdictions with as few 
strings as possible attached. 
So far, most of those 39,000 
jurisdictions have liked the idea 
and are beginning to press 
Congress for renewal of the 
program . 
The 
National 
League 
of 
Cities, for exam ple, wants to 
have a new and significantly 
increased act on the books by 
Jan. I, 1976, a full 12 months 
before the act expires. Presi­ 
dent Ford has indicated he 
favors a five year extension of 
the program 
But not everyone is happy 
with the program . 
Private groups, such as the 
National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored Peo­ 
ple, the National Urban Coali­ 
tion and the League of Women 
Voters, as well as the govern­ 
m ent’s Civil Rights Commis­ 
sion, have been very critical of 
the program ’s workings thus 
far. 
Their criticism s fall into two 
general categories: 
-D espite the rhetoric of a 
returning 
of 
power 
to 
the 
people, there has been little 
citizen 
participation 
in 
the 
decision-making on what reve­ 
nue sharing funds are spent. 
-There has been inadequate 
civil rights enforcement of the 
nondiscriminatory rules of the 
present legislation along with 
the feeling that some of the 
funds are used by suburban 
jurisdiction to m aintain racial 
and economic barriers. 
The administration has not 
been deaf to the criticism . 
At 
the 
end 
of 
1974, 
an 
adm inistration task force of 
officials from the Department 
of the Treasury and the Office 
of Management and 
Budget 
conducted an intensive review 
of the revenue sharing p ro­ 


gram . 
Private 
groups, 
however, 
were not impressed. 
"Although the White House 
Task Force recommendations 
m ake a few cosmetic changes 
on some m atters of concern to 
minorities, 
women 
and 
the 
poor, overall they ignore or 
worsen the 
m ajor problems 
general revenue sharing has 
raised for these groups,” said 
an analysis of the task force 
report by 20 civil rights, civic 
and religious groups. 
As one instance, they singled 
out a proposed change th a t 
would clarify the role of the 
secretary of the Treasury so 
that he could at his discretion 
defer 
funds 
to governments 
found to be discriminating by 
the final order of a court or 
other adm inistrative procedure. 
According 
to 
the 
private 
groups, the result would be "a 
repeal and significant undercut­ 
ting 
of 
existing 
statutory 
compliance standards.” 
A second change proposed by 
the adm inistration group would 
require all recipient govern­ 
ments to have some form of 
public input as determined by 
local officials on the disposition 
of funds. 
"It is doubtful,” said the 
private groups, "that so vague 
and discretionary a require­ 
ment will produce meaningful 
public involvement.” 
They said public input should 
be required in the very early 
stages of the budget planning 
process—that point where budg­ 
ets are first formulated by 
agency heads prior to formal 
submission.

At 
exactly 12:15 he has lunch, 
including a m artini, at Hillcrest 
Country Club where he’s been a 
m em ber for 40 years. 
Burns plays bridge there with 
three ancient cronies before 
returning home for a couple of 
hours rest. 
He has a brace of m artinis 
before dinner, "But if a dam e 
comes along and wants to put 
me in show business I let her 
take me out to dinner.” 
Show business is his life. 
Undoubtedly George survived 
open heart surgery last year 
just to take a bow for the 
attending surgeons. 
“Vaudeville is coming back,” 
he vowed.

million dollars my singing will 
do it.” 
Throughout his life B urns’ 
voice and hof.ry songs have 
been an outrage to friends and 
an affront to strangers. 
“Guys like Sinatra put a

Burns. “ I don’t need a finish 
and I don’t need an audience. 
“ I never cared if my voice 
was bad. I just wanted to be in, 
show business. Until I was 27 I 
was pathetic. Then I got bad. I 
don’t know what I’d have done 


if I hadn’t met Gracie.” 
B urns’ fund of old songs is 
encyclopedic. He recalled “The 
Gaieties of 1919” and reeled off 
tunes from the m usical: “ Red 
Rose R ag,” “ In The H eart of a 
Cherry,” 
“Tiger 
G irl” 
and 
"You Lose All Your Senses 
When the Music Commences.” 
He rarely finishes a song, 
explaining, 
"I 
don’t 
take 
chances. If I finish I’m asking 
for applause. I’m not anxious to 
know if the audiences likes me 
or not. 
“The nice thing about my 
songs is that nobody else sings 
them. When I’m performing I 
don’t care if there’s a fire; if 
it’s in my key I’ll sing.” 
George Burns grinned broad­ 
ly and m ade haste to leave the 
restaurant 
which 
he 
had 
emptied with his singing. It was 
time for his afternoon bridge 
game.

Recipes” are telling it true 
Depression food was in many 
ways 
better 
tasting 
than 
today’s. 
Even 
though thousands of 
people were unemployed, many 
apparently could still afford 
fresh oysters by the quart 
globe artichokes with holland 
aise sauce, fresh salmon, fresh 
asparagus, dried apricots and 
dishes rich with real cream. 
These were among the foods 
suggested in daily radio chats 
by the 150 women who played 
the role Ct- Aunt Sammy, wife 
of Uncle Sam and the brain­ 
child of the Bureau of Home 
Economics of the U.S. Depart 
ment of Agriculture. The show 
went on the air in 1926 and 
survived 
until 
1944, 
in 
the 
middle of World War II. 
Now a publisher (Universe 
Books) has reissued the 1931 
edition of the cookbook that 
grew out of the program. It 
was heard five or six times a 
week on more than IOO local 
stations across the country in 
the days before network radio. 
The cookbook was written by 
Ruth Van Deman and Fanny 
Walker Y eatm an. The latest 
edition was edited by Martin 
Greif. 
On radio, the Jazz Age Julia 
Child used 
identical scripts, 
interweaving their recipes and 
household hints with jokes that 
would make even a 9-year-old 
groan today. Example: “Aunt 
Sammy: ‘What in the world is 
a radio bob?’ Cousin Susan: 
‘Why that’s a short wave.’” 
Aunt Sam m y’s fictional fam i­ 
ly and neighbors also included 
a newlywed who wouldn’t beat 
an egg for fear of hurting it, 
and 
two 
fussy 
eaters 
with 
vitamin-conscious mothers. The 
authors of the cookbook were 
represented on the program as 
the Recipe Lady and the Menu 
Specialist. 
Some Depression foods Aunt 
Sammy 
touted 
are 
luxuries 
now: dried apricots at $3 to $4 
a pound, fresh oysters, about 
$6.00 a quart and fresh salmon, 
$3.50 and up per pound. 
But she also had some great 
ideas for protein-rich vegetable 
dishes: savory lentils, spicy 
with red pepper sauce and 
enriched with olive oil or bacon 
dippings; 
scalloped 
onions 
with ground peanuts; shredded 
string 
beans 
and 
shredded 
cooked 
(leftover, 
no 
doubt) 
pork. 
For sweet vegetable dishes, 
she fried apples with carrots, 
made scalloped cabbage with 
apples 
and 
scalloped 
sweet 
potatoes with either apples or 
pineapple. 
Her 
cornbread 
was 
real 
bread, sugarless and totally 
unlike the now-common cake 
variety. 
There’s 
even 
an 
oatmeal 
cookie recipe containing only 
half a cup of sugar. 
In 
Aunt 
Sam m y ’s 
early 
years, flavored gelatins were a 
novelty, and the recipes she 
read were made with natural 
ingredients, 
including 
unfla­ 
vored 
gelatin. 
They 
offered 
infinitely 
better 
flavor 
and

She Sees 
But Cannot 
Read 
Words

NEW YORK (UPI) — Up 
until the seventh grade, Kath­ 
leen Joy Rice was a failure in 
most school subjects. 
She never could catch on to 
reading. But she was something 
of a puzzle. She caught on to 
math. 
Testing showed Kathleen Joy 
has an extremely high 
I.Q. 
That 
is, 
when 
concerned 
persons in her life had her 
tested. It happened when she 
was 13. 
There was an unpleasant side 
to the doctor’s 
report. 
The 
young lady never would learn 
to read. She had dyslexia, a 
medical disability. It keeps a 
person from reading the written 
or printed word. 
There is help for children so 
handicapped. The help must 
come in the pre-school years. 
For Kathleen Joy, the diagnosis 
came too late. 
Today, Kathleen Joy is 23, an 
honor student, and in her first 
term at Columbia University’s 
School 
of 
Engineering 
and 
Applied Science. 


She hopes to complete her 
work for a degree in civil 
engineering by 1977, finishing 
work she began at Purdue in 
Indiana back in ’69. 
There has been no miracle to 
control the dyslexia—an inabili­ 
ty to link a written work with a 
corresponding spoken word or 
idea. 


According to Dr. Richard L. 
Masland, a professor in the 
Department of Neurology at 
Columbia University’s College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, a 
dyslexic can see a tree and 
speak its name. But when a 
dyslexic sees the word “tree” 


written, he cannot associate it 
with the growing thing. 
Though some doctors believe 
dyslexia is a form of minimal 
brain damage, no one is yet 
certain about what it is or even 
how many people have it. Some 
authorities estimate as many as 
IO per cent of all school-age 
children are hobbled by the 
disability. 
How Kathleen Joy got from 
“failure” to honors and engi­ 
neering 
school 
is 
a 
story 
involving lots of pluck and aid 
from others. 
The help started with her 
parents. Once the trouble was 
pinpointed, the parents immedi­ 
ately 
began 
reading 
aloud 
assigned books. 
The former failure’s grades 
shot 
up. 
She 
graduated 
as 
valedictorian of Western High 
in Louisville, Ky., class of ’69. 
Purdue aided her in coping 
with the disability, but Kath­ 
leen Joy was told that she 
would 
have difficulty 
as 
a 
woman in her chosen field of 
engineering so she left school in 
1971. 
She 
went 
to 
work 
for 
engineering firms and learned 
her jobs without ever reading 
the instruction manuals. The 
disability does not prevent her 
from 
recognizing 
figures, 
charts or blueprints.
